Their dramatic end came early Sat- 
urday morning, and has caused unus- 
ual sorrow throughout the cSinmun- 
ity.For about a week Mrs.

has been suffering from 
neuralgia 


of the stomach. For many years Mr. 
Ashcraft has been a victim of organic 
heart trouble. 


About 1-30 o'cloc 
Saturday morn- 


ing Mrs. Ashcraft 
complained 
of 


feeling chilly, and Mr. Ashcraft arose 
got another blanket and was about to 
tnrow^ it over the bed, when he fell 
prone^ across his wife's 
feet—dead, 


without a word or cry. 


The shock to the sick wife 
may 


well be imag ned. She screamed for 
aid, 
and her children came to 
the 


chamber 
Life uas extinct in their 


father when thej reached him. 


The four children of the 
family 


were all at home; Walter, Alvin, who 
js a pbvsician located at 
Papleton, 


Earl and the joungest son 
of the 


fam'Iy, a lad aged about 12 years. 


The shock of the tragedy seemed 


to utterly overcome the mother and 
in spite of skilled medical aid, she 
too passed away, her spirit 
taking 


flight at about 5 a. m.—less than four 
hours after her husband had 
been 
stricken. 


The remarkable part 
of the co- 


incidence lie's in the fact that wh le 
both husband ard wife died on the 
same day, both were also born on 
the same day of the month—the hus- 
band on February 20, 1847, and

Out of the delibera- 
tions of the committee was finally 
evolved a declaration Involving Cuba 
which, attached as an amendment to 
the army appropriation bill, waa pop- 
ularly denominated "the Platt amend- 
ment." In general it authorized the 
president to leave the government 
and control of the island of Cuba to 
its people so soon as a government 
was established there under a consti- 
tution which, either as a part thereof 
or in an ordinance appended thereto, 
should define the future relations of 
the United States with Cuba substan- 
tially under conditions laid out in the 
amendment. The amendment was ac- 
cepted by the Cuban government.

Heroic 
members of the body spiritual have ris- 
en in open revolt against the power of 
the hierarchy, and in consequence the 
veil of the temple Is almost rent In 
twain. 


A breach within the structure itself— 


auch a one as now threatens to make 
the most cherished peculiarities of the 


• church the playthings of an Irreverent 


and unsympathetic public—that is in- 
deed something to be met promptly and 
heroically; to be averted if possible, to 
be crushed if practicable, to be healed 
At any cost. As the matter now stands 
two men hitherto shining lights In the 
church have been impelled by their 
convictions, they assert, to make grave 
charges 
against 
President 
Joseph 


Fielding Smith, "prophet, seer and 
revelator," as he is privileged to style 
himself. 
One of these accusing Mor- 


mons is Prank J. Cannon, former Unit- 
ed States senator from Utah, son of 
George Q. Cannon, once president and 
a prominent leader m the Mormon 
church. The younger Cannon is one of 
the brightest men in the state. From his 
Intimate connection with the inside pol- 
icies of the church he is well qualified 
to speak convincingly of matters in 
Utah, especially of the actual position 
of the Mormon hierarchy In reference 
to the political question. 


The other malcontent, Charles A 


Smurthwaite, one of the leading busi- 
ness, men of Utah, a man whose charac- 
ter has never been questioned, has been 
equally free in his criticism. Both men 
have been promptly excommunicated. 
Instead of bowing resignedly to the dic- 
tum of the great spiritual authority 
both men have persisted in their re- 
bellion. Smurthwaite, who is a high 
priest, has from the first shown a dis- 
position to combat the irregularity of 
his deposition. These two men have 
been making it exceedingly uncomfort- 
able for the reigning hierarchy, which 
has been put in the attitude of appear- 
ing to show bad faith all around. That 
it hab been forced into this unwhole- 
some condition by its own members 
adds poignancy to the situation. Most 
bitter of all, however, is the fact that 
the opposition has a very respectable 
following among the better class of 
Mormons. 
How widespread the disaf- 


fection is cannot at this moment be es- 
timated, but all Utah is in a state ol 
temporal and spiritual unrest which re- 
quires but slight encouragement to de- 
velop into general insubordination to 
(Mormon rule. 


Thp actual date of the founding of 


the Mormon church was April 6, 1830. 
It was on that day that Joseph Smith, 
Jr., Maimed to have received a revela- 
tion beginning "Thou shall be called a 
seer, a translator, a prophet, an apos- 
tle." 
Smith was born at Sharon, in 


Vermont, and his ancestry on both sides 
was reputed to be skilled in witchcraft. 
His father was illiterate and an expert 
In locating water by means of the di- 
vining rod 
His mother told fortunes 


and cast horoscopes, but could neither 
read nor write 


When Joseph was a boy the Smiths 


removed to central New York, near 
Palmyra Wayne county. This is a lo- 
cality which has always seemed to deal 
largely in the marvelous. Several ex- 
pon^nts of occultism have developed in 
that part of the country. Jemina Wil- 
keivon prophesied at Crooked Lake; 
William Miller piedicted the end of the 
world at Rochester; the Fox sisters 
started spiritualism only ten miles from 
the Smiths' home. It seemed in those 
days to be an atmosphere m which cu- 
rious and mystical forms of religious 
belief found easy lodgment. It was not 
deemed especially remarkable for one to 
stait a new religion. Revivals of all 
kinds xvere going on constantly, and no 
form of religious expression, how ever 
absurd lacked adherents. 


When young Smith, who had mani- 


fested great activity in the revival work, 
announced that he was the prophet of a 
brand new religion he met with little 


dlacourajttment from hi* neighbor*. 
Some of them transferred their alle- 
giance to him without further prelimi- 
nary. In a few months he secured a 
very creditable following In point of 
numbers and a little later reaolved to 
take hla church westward. 
He re- 


moved, with all those who could man-, 
age to make the journey, to the little 
village of Kirtland. O. Those who could 
not leave New York formed themaelves 
into congregations and continued to 
look upon Smith aa their spiritual lead- 
er. 


The alleged foundation of Smith'a 


system of theology was that curious 
piece of literature known aa "The Book 
of Mormon." This unique production 
was the record of a series of revelatlona 
made to Smith at Fayette, Seneca coun- 
ty, N. T., when he was in a state of 
trance. The trance, be it understood, 
was an extremely popular form of re- 
ligious manifestation in Smith'a imme- 
diate neighborhood. If a convert at any 
of the revival meetings failed to ex- 
hibit a tendency to semlhypnotlc mani- 
festation during some stage of his pro- 
gression his conversion waa esteemed 
doubtful. Smith was peculiarly suscep- 


were formed Into a communistic socie- 
ty, the characteristic features of which 
were a surrender of all Individual mate- 
rial Interests and a transfer of all own- 
ership to th* heads of the new church. 


Following Rlgdon's advice, the proph- 


et instituted several business enter- 
prises, all of which failed for lack of 
proper management 
The Mormon* 


opened a general store at Hiram and 
also bought three farms, which were di- 
vided Into lots and sold to Uie faithful. 
At the same time a temple to cost 
$40,000 was begun. Although moat of 
the work: waa done by the saints with- 
out pay, a large debt was Incurred. At 
last Smith and Rlgdon tried to avert 
financial shipwreck by starting a bank. 
After uttering about $200,000 of ita 
notes the crash came. Ten months aft- 
er Its opening Smith and Rigdon were 
obliged to flee for their lives. Thus It 
waa that the first great blow to strike 
the Infant church was purely financial 
In its nature. 


During this period spent In Ohio 


Smith had actually devoted more time 
to the development of his hierarchical 
achemea than to business. He organised 
the first high council of the church,

Smith kept on 


announcing revelations. One of them, 
to the effect that Missouri was created 
for the special use and ownership of 
the saints, aroused the wrath of the 
citizens of Jackson county and led to 
some acts of hostility. The element of 
border ruffianism wa» still rampant in 
Missouri, and the Mormons were des- 
tined to come in conflict with it. 


After much friction between the new- 


comers and the nonsympathiating out- 
siders, manifested by the burning of 
Mormon property and the occasional 
treatment of a. church dignitary to a 
coat of tar and feathers, a crisis was 
precipitated by an injudicious Fourth of 
July speech of Rigdon. In it he pre- 
dicted a war of extermination between 
the saints and gentiles, and he advised 
his fellow religionists to arm. It was 
in consequence of this advice that the 
secret Mormon organization known as 
the Danites, or Avenging Angels, was 
instituted. Acts of violence against the 
saints increased, and they were followed 


they should all leave the state except 
the leaders, who must remain and stand 
trial for their crimes. Smith, Rigdon 
: nd others were tried at Liberty, and 
the most damaging testimony was giv- 
en against them all. They were con- 
fined for awhile and then set at liberty, 
first promising that they would leave 
the state at once. 


The fourth fixed habitation of the 


saints was in Illinois. There the fates 
were equally unpropitlous. That they 
should be subject to the same trial* 
which had afflicted them in Missouri 
waa inevitable since the same condition 
of border lawlessness prevailed In Illi- 
nois. 
Smith purchased the town of 


Commerce, on the banks of the Missis- 
sippi, for $70.000 and changed its name 
to Nauvoo, which, he explained, waa 
Hebrew for "beautiful." The new city 
of the saints grew marveloualy. This 
rapid increase was due to the vigorous 
propaganda which was going on in all 
the states east of the Mississippi. Pub- 
lic sympathy was expressed for the 
Mormons in mass meetings held In New 
England cities, and their persecutors 
were denounced for meddling with reli- 
gious conviction. These meetings were 
engineered by Mormon missionaries, 
who took every occasion to represent 
the saints as men who were being made 
to suffer for their faith. In England

of the street railway problem. 
George Francis Train, a tire- 


less and brilliant American, was the 
first to propose street railways iu Glas- 
gow. 
This was in 1870. 
Mr. Train 


went to parliament for power to buUd 
lines in Glasgow, but the tbwn council 
also petitioned for like power. A com- 
promise was liually made by which the 
city buih the lines and leased them to 
the company for a term of years ex- 
piring in 1894. The council drove a 
hard bargain with the company. The 
company was compelled to .pay to the 
city the annual Interest" charge on'the 
full amount of the investment, a year- 
ly sum to the sinking fund sufficient to 
clear the entire cost of the lines by the 
time of the expiration of the lease, an 
annual depreciation charge of 4 per 
cent, so as to keep the plant in perfect 
repair, and on top of all this an annual 
rental of $730 a mile. The rates of 
fare were limited to a penny a mile, 
with morning and evening cars for 
workmen at a penny (2 cents) a ride~to 
or from their places of employment. 


The original company sold its fran- 


chise for §750,000. and the purchasers 
made money on the investment. Three 
years prior to the termination of the 
lease negotiations were 'entered into 
for its renewal. It speedily became ap- 
parent that the council and the com- 
pany could not come to terms. 
The 


company owned the horses and the 
rolling stock and had secured ^a char- 
ter from parliament permitting it to 
buy omnibuses and cubs and to do 
business as general carriers. It imag- 
ined that it had creajted a monopoly 
and that it had Glasgow at its mercy. 
It refused to reduce the hours of labor 
for its employees or to agree to revise 
the rates of fare. Under no conditions 
would it agree not to compete with the 
city with buses and cabs, even provid- 
ed a satisfactory purchase price were 
fixed. 


It was a case of Scotch meeting 


Scotch, and the town council prepared 
for war. Parliament gave them the 
right to operate their lines, but they 
had less than two years in which to get 
ready. In that short time it Avas neces- 
sary to build barns, cars and all the 
traflic appliances; also to purchase and 
train thousands of horses. With a view 
of substituting electricity for horse- 
power It was decided to build the struc- 
tures so that they could be used for 
either. When it came to the selection 
of a general manager the committee 
named John Young, and Glasgow nev- 
er has' regretted that decision. For 
years he had been at the head of the 
cleansing department and had brought 
it to a high state of efficiency. 


The world is indebted to John Young 


for much of the progress which has 
been made in the scientific treatment 
of sewage. He established the great 
farms belonging to Glasgow, which 
now are fertilized with what were 
waste products. He abandoned what 
had seemed to be his life work and en- 
tered on a hew and almost unfamiliar 
field of activity. He gave to it the full 
of a splendid executive ability. The of- 
ficials of the private company sneered 
at the presumption of this "farmer and 


had purchased uniforms for its men, it

sewer digger." They called attention to 
the fact thtft it requires years of train- 
ing and a special aptitude to properly 
manage street railway property. 


Today John Youni? is president of the 


powerful Mnuicinnl Tramway Associa- 
tion of Great Britain and the admitted 
peer of railway experts. Street railway 
corporations in the United States, also 
the London county council, have made 
him flattering offers, but he will spend 
his life working for the city which de- 
lijrhts to repose confidence in his hon- 
esty and ability. 


Mr. Young invented n new type of car 


and ordered 300 of them. He erected 
nine stations, constructed car and re- 
pair shops, scoured the United King- 
dom, France, Canada arid the United 
States for 3.000 horses, engaged and 
drilled 1,300 men and for two years 
worked day and night in preparation 
for the date set'for the formal opening 
of the municipal tramway plant. At 
midnight of June 30, 1804, the private 
company withdrew its cars, and on the 
following morning the new ones were 
seen for the first time on the streets of 
Glasgow. They bore the now familiar 
sign, 
"Glasgow 
Corporation 
Tram- 


had removed the unsightly advertise- 
ments which were a source of profit, it 
had been compelled to meet the in- 
numerable expenses incident to the in- 
stallation of a new plant, but despite 
all these items there remained a net 
revenue far greater than had 'been de- 
rived from the old company. 


The second year of operation showed 


profits of §400,000. There is in Glas- 
gow a treasury fund called the "com- 
mon good," and into this the tramway 
department had agreed to pay $45,000 
a year out of any profits which might 
accrue. This fund goes to investments 
for the good of the ^people, the upkeep 
of parks, the purchase of real estate, 
the maintenance of historical places, 
the 
entertainment 
of distinguished 


guests, the observance of anniversaries 
and for similar purposes. The fund is 
not supported from taxes and has many 
sources of revenue from estates which 
have been handed down for centuries. 
Outside of its annual payment into tbe 
"common good" the tramways do not 
pay a cent into the city treasury. 


In 1897 the city took over the last of 


the private lines in or near the city. 
It increased the wages of its men $25,- 
000 and again reduced the- fares. 
In 


the annual statement the tramways 
committee called attention to tbe fact 
that the average citizen only faintly 
realized what was being saved by pas- 
sengers on account of the longer hauls 
and lower faxes. 
In that year it 


amounted to a total of $900,000. but 
despite this the enterprise paid $423,- 
000. Mr. Young and his assistants were 
studying electrical traction and in the 
following year installed the first ex- 
perimental line. This was so success- 
ful that it was decided to change the 
entire equipment. The last horse car 
disappeared in 1901, for which year the 
receipts decreased owing to the enor- 
mous expense and confusion incident 
to the change. The city invested more 
than $4,000,000 in new equipment, but 
the returns for the ensuing year justi- 
fied the policy of those who urged the 
improvement 
In 1902 the net profits 


passed the million dollar mark. The 
financial tale of Glasgow's municipal 
tramways is told in the following table 
of profils since the city decided to take 
control of the sjstern:

mon good"'from $45,000 to $125,000. 
There is no uniform rate of fare, and 
American readers will be interested in 
learning how much one gets for money 
expended for street car trips in Glas- 
gow. According to the statistics in the 
annual report for last year, the average 
fare was about 1% Cents in our money. 
For a cent one can ride on the average 
.58 of a mile; for 2 cents, 2% miles; 
for 3 cents, 3.48 miles; for 4 cents, 4.64 
miles; for 5 cents, 5.80 miles; for G 
cents, 6.89 miles; for 7 cents, 8.13 miles, 
and for 8 cents, 9.09 miles. Eight cents 
is the highest fare charged, regardless 
of distance, but the average fare is 
less than 2 cents. 


School children are carried for half 


fare, and a movement is on foot to is- 
sue passes to all who regularly attend 
the public schools. The cars are hand- 
some, well lighted, clean and first class 
in every particular. The illuminated 
electric signs at the front and rear 
make it possible on the darkest night 
to distinguish one's car a square or 
more away. 


The "common good", fund is doubt- 


less the heir to the profits of the tram- 
ways. N6t many years will elapse be- 
fore the last dollar of indebtedness is 
paid. When that time comes nominal 
rates of fare will yield annual revenues 
of not less than $1,500,000. 
This and 


other donations will be expended for 
purposes indicated by the altruistic title 
of the fund. There is thus creating a 
gigantic municipal trust, constantly fed 
from reproductive enterprises not un- 
der the control of tbe taxpayer*. It I* 
steadily increasing its holdings of real 
estate. Under'the charter creating it 
there is practically no limit to the field 
of its activities. 
Already it la more 


opulent than any individual capitalist.
